The United S ta te s is utterly op­ 
posed to this; alliance. 
Article 2 of the alliance provides

High Contracting P a rty will at once

The first theory

Most Immediate Task for Washing- 
ton Conference is to Prevent War 


in The Far East 


MUST REMOVE CAUSES FIRST 


Policies' of United States and Japan 


in the Far East are Almost in 


Direct Opposition

Washington. Nov. 
3—The most 


immediate and impelling task for the 
Washington Conference is to pre- 
vent the birth of another World 
War—this time in the Far East. 


•It may be also stated, the honest' 


belief of this government is that 
before there can be an effective li- 
mitation of armament the Washing- 
ton Conference must first remove 
potention causes of a. future conflict 
in the Fan 'East. 


Tims is explained the reason that 


prompted the American government 
to provide for a discussion of Pa- 
cific and Far Eastern questions in 
the Conference on Limiation of Ar- 
mament, with a view of reaching a 
solution of these problems. 


This also answers the question 


that is believed to .have been in the 
minds of a large part of the Ameri- 
can people—"Why was the 
Far 


East injected into the conference?'* 
The answer Riven to this question, 
however promotes another question 
—"What danger 
is there o£ the 


'United States going to war over Far 
Eastern questions?" 


Spequlntion 
about what issues 


might cause a war in the Far East 
and what 
powers 
might become 


embroiled is 
dangerous, 
and, of 


course, 
not 
humanly possible to 


forecast 
accurately. 


But there is no doubt that the 


United States and Japan have more 
reasons to feel concerned about., the 
possibility of a future wa.r in..the 
Far East than ,imy other two pow- 
ers. 


Japan might be warranted or feel 


so, in calling on her ally, Great Bri- 
tain, to come to 'her aid in the 
event of siicli si conflict, under the 
terms of the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 


. 


The United States is utterly op- 


pose'd. to this alliaiiee. 


.Article 2 of the alliance.provides 


that "If * * * either High Contrac- 
ting Party (either Japan or Great 
Britain) should be involved in war 
in defensed of its territorial rights 
or special interests' • * * the other 
High Contracting Party will at once 
come to the assistance of its ally, 
and will -conduct the war in common, 
and make peat-e in mutual 
agree- 


ment with it". 


It is true that the United States 


is indirectly exempted from the ap- 
plication of this phase of the alli- 
ance, but equally true that this in- 
direct exemption is not to the entire 
satisfaction of this country. In the 
1911 renewal of the Alliance, it was 
provided by Article IV, "Should ei- 
ther- High Contracting 
Party eon- 


elude .a treaty of general arbitra- 
tion with a third power, it is agreed 
that nothing in this agreement shall 
entail upon such Contracting Party 
an obligation to go to war with the 
power with whom sueh treaty of ar- 
bitration is in force." 


This provision was put in the al- 


liance so that Great 
Britian would 


not be called upon 
to go to war 


Britain had negotiated a convention 


I against the United States, as Great 


of general 
arbitration 
with 
this 


country, which, however, wailed of 
ratification by the American Sen- 
ate, and, consequently, is 
not in 


force.'There is a treaty of 
limited 


arbitration in force 
between the 


United States and 
Great 
Britain.

however, but the United States go- 
vernment does not regard this con- 
vention as .applying technically, to 
the Anglos-Japanese Alliance. 


The policies of the'United States 


and of Japan in the Far East nre 
almost in direct opposition. No pow- 
er has violated the American policy 
of the "Open, Door" in the Far East 
as lias Japan, with her network of 
economic privileges, exclusive con- 
cessions and monopolies in China.
